Confederate Barbaritii.s. — Wc have 
conversed with an intelligent lady who was at 
Lexington, Missouri, when it was taken by 
Price, and the gives sickening details of the 
barbarities committed by the rebels. Among 
the prisoners taken was Dr. White, who was 
offered a past by Price after the capitulation, 
with which he went about two miles beyond 
Richmond with Major Becker and Capt. Neat. 
While at their dinner, a party, headed by the 
well-known desperadoes Charley Martin, Steve 
r.merson, and Ike Ligbtner, came op and took 
the officers off in a coach, but refused to let 
the Doctor, who was an old man, go with 
them, but be was subsequently taken one mile 
from the houte into a by-path and there shot 
twice through the breast; he laid from Thurs- 
day till Tuesday, and when the bajBBBl was 
held, the hogt had eaten all the flesh off tbe 
laxly except that which was protected by hit 
boots. Two weeks after this bendish mur- 
der, bis wife, with our informant and a 
lad, went to Richmond and brought away bis 
remain*. Mrs. While, who is a niece of F.x- 
Gov. Desha, cf this State, occupied a f.oe farm 
of about five hundred acres, nearly all in a 
state of cnltiration. Tho ruffians entered upon 
this, destroyed one hundred acres of corn, fifty 
oat;, valuable poach ae.l apple orrharJs, 
broke the cider machin:, tuashed the grend- 
childrens' playthings, thrust bayonets through 
the windows, carried otf the carriage and six- 
teen horse*, killed seventeen head of cattle, 
fifty sheep, and a hundred hog*, and ripped up 
nine feathef-beds ia ficndUh wantonness, leav- 
ing Mrs. White without a place to deep on, 
and compelling her to borrow bedding for her- 
self and family. 

Theft, murder, and the most shocking bar- 
barities were practiced by all tba rebels from 
high to low. Mr*. Col. C. rover, during the 
battle, took refuge on a boat for security, and 
her husband was wounded in tbe foot. She 
asked Gen. Price for her clothes, which he 
refused to surrender, leaving her and her 
child without a change of raiment for many 
days, until he was about to commence his re- 
treat. He then gave her an order to obtain 
her garments, but by this lime every article of 
any value had been stolen or destroyed. Nor 
were women the only objects af brutality; the 
wounded Union soldiers were not exempt. 
Some of them had been taken into a vacant 
house belonging to Major Blewitt, and, when 
ho was made aware of the far ! , he raved and 
stormed like a maniac, took an axe, threat- 
ening to chop off the head of a lad in the 
basement, and then hauled wounded men 
down the steps and into the street, where they 
were exposed for many hours in the sun with fes- 
tering wound*. But there i* no need of further 
particular* These instance* show the spirit 
which actuate secession and point out the cer- 
tain late that awaits Kentucky if we do not 
repel the a> cursed invaders from our soil. Men 
of Kentucky, you who are moored from the 
seat of war, do you realize that the whole 
Southern tiers of counties in the State are now 
subjected to the same cruelties aud villainies 
which Miasotiri has suffered.' The voire* of 
your brethren from those sections are railing 
and pleading for support, assistance, and re- 
lief. Tho air, whii h here over our favcre.l 
city of Louisville is balmy with the tunny in- 
fluence* of a lovely autumn and it vocal 
with the hum of industry, the gleeful laugh of 
children, and the interchange of friendly greet- 
ings, i*, riot many miles from ui, murky with 
the dun tmoke of battle; affrighted wives clasp 
their children to their breast*, while brave 
husbands and fathers have seized their rifles 
and gone into ramp to prevent the advance of 
the bell-houndt under Buckner and Zollicoffer. 
The men of tbe counties on tho Tennessee 
frontier are shoulder to bhouldcr with our 
friends from the Northern and Northwest- 
ern States, baring their breasts a* a ram- 
part to repel the advance of the invaders 
••p Louisville and Frankfort and Lexington, 
and what arc wc doing in the- way of assist- 
ance? Nothing comparatively. We should 
have sent out thousand* where we have fur. 
nished hundreds, t » 0 r city ought to have at 
least five full regiments in the field and five 
more detailed as Home Guards, but ready, in 
an emergency, to march wherever nes-essary. 
All may look peaceful and calm here;

far We have teen when the occasion of rais- 
ing a national flag over our Court-house at- 
tracted a concourse, which was estimated at 
thirty thousand people; wo have known live 
to eight thousand men attend to hear the 
speeches of our Union orators, and we have, 
within the last twenty-four bouts, witnessed at 
least ten thousand persons gathered on the 
levee to look at the steamboats which bore to 
oor city the noble F.attern and Northern troops, 
which have to promptly come to tbe aid of 
Kentucky. But where are our own enlisted 
soldiers for this war? Why is not Col. Pope * 
regiment full? Why cannot Col. Bayles find 
men for his cavalry, and why is it that there is 
hardly one full company raited in this vicinity.' 
Do we live among laggardt not to be ttimula- 
ted by the trump of war, the tramp of armed 
invader*, or tl e call* of our eloquent recruit- 
ing othe rs for material aid? We admit that 
many citizens have performed their entire duty 
and are in the advance army to repel the foe, 
while other* have enrolled themselves in tbe 
Homo Guard, but we sec hundreds of men 
idling about our streets, not because they are 
of their usual mechanical 
nor loungers discuss 
the wsr and have their ready plan* 
to drive Buekner back and terminate 
it, but they don't put their shoulders to the 
wheel; tbey look admiringly at the advancing 
battalions from Illinois, Indiana, Minnesota, 
Ohio, and Pennsylvania, and regard them a* 
the Hercules who can extricate them, and 
yet are themselves inert. We know they are 
not cowards; we know that they have strong, 
brawny arms, steady eyes, and lion-mettled 
hearts to wield the sworJ, level the rifle, and 
meet the shock of battle, but inaction is suici- 
dal: their wealth of muscle and of mettle it 
dissipated in sloth, while were we to call the 
roll of six or eight hundred men, wo could de- 
signate by nam ', each one would feel tha 
blood mount to his brow and the pulse* af 
hit heart leap like electric shock* should he be 
questioned a* a coward. The bravery of men, 
like the chastity of woman, tbould U above 
suspicion, men should never hesitate at the 
call of their country, but be "ready, aye, 
ready,'' as woman in her domestic sphere 
calmly, patiently, and with self-sacrifice, de- 
votes herself to the duties of her family. Man 
should relieve the woes, redress the insult*, 
and avenge the wrongs of hi* fellows and his 
country, at woman, in her heaven-guided 
sphere, becomes a ministering angel "when 
pain and anguish ren.l the brow." No 
man deserves tho love of woman who is 
not prepared at all times to defend 
the object of his love, and no man 
deserves tho protection ot a government who 
is not ready, upon the first summons, to rush 
to defend it from invasion, rebellion, or civil 
strife The relation* of the individual man 
to his family are the same a* hi* relation* to 
hit country, the first guided by love and the 
last by patriotism. A good loving man ahould 
therefore be a patriot, and tho lovo which 
prompts bim to die in defence of hi* family is 
the tame inspiration which thould lead him lo 
peril life to protect hi* country. 

We would prefer that our vigorous fellow, 
citizens thould realize the duty and impor* 
tance of promptly joining the volnnteer* for 
the war rather than wait for any one to ilim- 
ulate them. It looks almost like an insult to 
our young men and to our mechanics out of 
employment to argue that even in a money 
point ol view enlistment is far preferable to 
idleness. Arm for your country, and your 
families will be provided for by those who are 
exempt by age from service. Arm, and the 
prayers of your wives and mothers for your 
safety will ascend, a* do tbe songs of the Ty- 
rolese women, repeated at night, until the ca- 
dences are answered by the joyous return of 
thei r loved ones from the rhaae. There will 
i.e immeasurable disgrace heaped upon Ken- 
tucky if she falter- now and leans for suppoit 
upon her younger brothers F'ren Minnesota, 
almost the Benjamin of the family group, 
is here with it* atalwart son*. Minnesota, a 
State only three year* old last May, sen I.- over 
one thousand men under an experienced West 
Point graduate, who bas served in Florida and 
Mexico, to offer their swords and lives to the 
defence of Kentucky. F.ternal shame, then, 
Kentuckians, if you are laggards now, and 
supinely allow other* to carry off the prize aj 
glory. Let the calls which arc made upon 
you by your military leaders fire your souls and 
awake every manly impulse in your bosoms. 
Fill up every company; organize every regi- 
ment: and when the tenth t f next month ar- 
rives, let Adjutant General Finm-11 feel proud 
in announcing to Brigadier General Sherman 
that there is not a single fractional company or 
regiment to be consolidated; tbat all are full 
and already on the battle-ground in defence of 
the honor and the invaded toil of Kentucky. 
This can be doue; it ought to be done and it 
must be done!

— A letter from 
Camp Dick Robinson, under data of the >>d inst,, 

•ays: 

Tha people at Camp Dick ara sounding the loud 
timbrel. Notwithaunding a lowering sky and 
humid atmosphere, hilarity reigns. At about 
two o'clock this morning a courier with his esc- rt 
dashed up the road, on a f amine stead, with 
tidings of a Dama victory at "W ilde it. Gen- 
eral Schoept announce 1, in a brief despatch to 
Brigadier-iieneral Thomas, that Zollicoffer, with 
6,000 infantry and l,:aX) cavalry, attacked bim In 
poai:ion yesterday niorning at eleven o clock, aad 
was repulsed. At one 0 clcck P. M. be renewed 
the attack at another point, end w n again re- 
pelled. At a later hour ha nude a third unsuc- 
cessful attack, and was again repella I. The Fed- 
eral lest was four killed and twenty wounded. 
The rebel lose was not ascertained, "because our 
man did not leave their position. 

/.ollicoffer, no doubt, suppuaad tbat Cel. Oar- 
rard had not been reinforced. His original force 
was his own Kgiment and part of another. Sub- 
sequently a battery (of six guns) reached him, 
and on Saturday and Sunday ihe 17th i >aio, Col. 
Cennell, and the >tl Indiana arrived. Th* guns 
of the battery ware not brought into play vigor- 
ously until tba second attack, when a few rounds 
drove back the rebels. The despatch from (tan- 
aral Shoept treats the affair as an "attack," not 
aa a reconcoi-tinca at fact. 1 infer, however, 
tbat tbe reUl General was endeavoring to feel 
hie position — which is represented to me as cipa- 
bla of formidable defence against great idds. The 
news cf tba tight ia«ptred tba troops, ami they 
manifest much anxiety to press forward. 

It is not known whether /. dlieoffer employed 
hi* whole foice in the attars, but the inference n 
fair tbat only one division was engaged. The 
Tennessee regiments had not reached Wildcat 
when the fighting took place, but tbey will prob- 
ably arrive there to-day. Capt. Kenny s battery 
is now deploying into the pike en it uteforthe 
scene of action.

And the more ligorously this indispeneaUe 
lesson ii taught the sooner it will be learned 
and the discipline be over. The greater tho 
energy and prudence with which force is ap- 
plied the more quickly will conciliation he pos- 
sible and proper. 

Meanwhile, let oa ticware lest, !>y heedlessly 
or blindly confounding the distinction! aad 
reversing the order of thingi, we contribute to 
delay the end we all so anxiously desire. Let 
us bo careful to do one thing at a time— to do 
the right thing rirst-and to do the right thing 
with our whole strength of soul and body.

THE BATTLK AT CAMP WILDCAT. 

Rockcastlr Hills, Oct. 2">. 
To Ike Edttori of Ihe Louisville JonrtuiL- 

Gt.XTLCMEX: I arrived this morning at Ihe 
scene of our late brilliant victory, and have spent 
much of the day in going over the battle-ground. 
The whole turrounding region appears lo be rf 
little use except to furnish a thoroughfare from 
one part of tho State to anothar. It Is a lucces- 
sion of ridges and gorges, covered densely with 
timber ind a heavy undergrowth, except where 
thetrsas have Uen felled by Col. Garrard < men 
since their encampment here.
